-^pellants note that the Petition under 37 CP-R. 1.181, filed October 8, 2002, 
h3£ been denied, because the Office believer the issue of whether or not the T-tcst is a 
conventional test of statistical significance is Indicative of a difFerence of opinion 
betwe^ tibe Appellants and the Examiner, which is properly appealed to the Board. 

The Appellants respectfully request that Ihis application now be foiwanJed to 
the Board inter alia for a decision on this technical issue. Appellants rcspectfijUy 
request that the Board find as a matter of fact that T test significance scores axe 
conventionally used to determine the statistical significance of differences betwreen 
compared groups. The Board's attention i$ directed to the background materials on 
the T-test appended to both the Petition under 37 C.FJL L181 and the Response filed 
lune 6, 2002. Such a finding of fact--that T-teat scores are conventional indicatory 
of the significance of difieiences between gtoiq)fi"roay be based cm the Board's 
technical expertise or on other technical materials (such as the previously submitted 
background information on ttie T^test). InreZmko. 46 USPQ2d 1691 (Fed, Cir. 
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l99S)^rev*dsub nom, Dickeason v Zurko, 50 USPQ2d 1930 (1999); 37 CJf.R. 
Ll96(b). 



Secondly^ wbile proposed (unentered) Claim 1 1 is not on ^peal, the 
Appellants would like to clarify the record by pointing out tiiat the response to the 
Petition under 37 CJF.R. 1<181 mischaractcrizcs flie scope of Claim 20 u falling 
outside the limitations of Claim 1 1 (unentered). In &ct» the subjeet matter of Claim 
20 would fall within the scope of proposed Claim 1 1, because the composition of 
Claim 20, * Vherein the wei^t ratio of the second component to the first component 
is: I; 1 to 1 : 1 00\ would fall within the scope of proposed Claim 1 Ts wherein clause, 
which requires that "said composition comprises at least 2 gr of component (i) per 100 
gr and 1 gr of component (ii) per 100 grams". For instance, when Claim 20'fi ratio is 
1:1, then Claim 1 1 could comprise 2 gr of component (i) and 2 gr of component (ii). 
When Claim 20's ratio is 1:100, then the compoiution of Claim 1 1 could con^rise 2 
gr of corrqjonent (i) and 200 gr of conqjonent (ii). Thus, Claim 20 would fiuther limit 
the ratios of ingredients specified by proposed Claim 1 L 

Appellants respectfully request that this qipUcation be forward in due course 
to the Board of Appeals and that the Board of Appeals reverse the Examiner's 



rejections.
